Submitted herewith Is an affidavit documenting the fact that immobilization of 
proteins in a sol-gel matrix as taught by WO 96/00198 would cause them to be 
deactivated by reason of the drying in a hot air current of approximately 80°C or higher, 
such that the device of the reference would not have the same operative properties as 
the sensor defined in claims 1 and 17. Moreover, the fact that the noted database 
shows 92% of the proteins in the database to be denatured above 80 degrees Celsius 
makes it quite apparent that such elevated temperatures are not physiological 
temperatures. 

Regarding support for the newly added limitation "without the use of non- 
physiological temperatures", reference may be had to page 6, line 10, of the 
specification.
